The classroom teacher with her attention ab- 
sorbed forty children with certain 
course study carry through, and with endless 
demands her time, can perhaps pardoned for 
failing understand each individual child com- 
pletely. 

Nevertheless, children are extremely sensitive 
injustices and react unfavorably severe criticism. 
The ordinary child really does his best learn. 
Success for him for much more gratifying 
than failure. does not learn, there usually 
some good reason either his own innate weak- 
ness the quality the instruction itself. Class- 
room conditions, requiring they the general 
advancement the class whole, frequently re- 
sult poor learning the part individual chil- 
dren. If, then, the child held too strict ac- 
countability spite conscientious effort his 
part, emotional conflicts are almost inescapable. 

Browbeating children school unforgivable 
from the standpoint mental hygiene. Teachers 
should try understand why that children fail, 
rather than try encourage success giving them 
more the same misunderstood instruction. There 
should more praise and less criticism, more pat- 
ting the back above the waist and less below, 
both actually and figuratively. There always some 
good reason for child’s failure. Willful miscon- 
duct longer satisfactory explanation. 


DISMAL DARROW’S “GOSPEL 
cussion which received impetus from the trial “the 
evolution case” Dayton, Tennessee, was exemplified 
Chicago recently public debate between Clarence 
Darrow, leading attorney for the defense the Dayton 
litigation, and Rev. Francis McConnell, Methodist Epis- 
copal Bishop Pittsburgh. Newspaper reports many 
instances seem place more emphasis what was said 
the agnostic lawyer than what was said the pro- 
fessed theologian. This sort thing represents tendency 
the part the secular press, which frequently appears 
governed less sense moral responsibility than 
desire produce “sensation” and sell newspapers. 
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The form assumed the discussion Chicago was 
different from that the Dayton trial, where, after all, 
the question issue was not the merits the evolu- 
tionary theory, nor the profounder problem the nature 
man and his relation the universe, but the very 
different question whether not Tennessee public 
school teacher had committed infraction the law 
laid down the legislators Tennessee, and possibly 
also the question whether not the statute under 
which the teacher had been called account was har- 
mony with the Constitution. The question debated 
Chicago was, “Does the mechanistic theory explain man?” 
and, boiling down the substance what was advanced 
both sides, Attorney Darrow’s answer might condensed 
into the single word, “Yes”, Bishop McConnell’s into the 
single word “No”. 

The attorney compared man engine, asserting that 
“at death man’s body returns the twenty-five thirty 
chemical elements from which was made and the indi- 
vidual more.” Characterizing all life one- 
ness,” continued: “Suppose talk about the dog. Few 
people believe the dog has soul, and even fewer would 
say the fish oyster has soul. Man goes through the 
same process animal plant; born and 
dies, and living person can discern the dividing line 
between plant life and animal life.” 

Bishop McConnell argued that the world “acts 
were governed foresight,” that this necessitates faith 
Will behind the scheme things”. the operations 
the mind man perceived “something entirely dif- 
ferent from the merely mechanical motions machinery”. 
called attention the circumstance that his opponent 
had said nothing about the mind man. 

Thereupon Darrow declared that the mind by-pro- 
duct human activity”, and that “all animal life has 
mind some extent”. Admitting that did not know 
how the universe came be, proclaimed conviction 
that “all the organisms will back their original 
ingredients”.

themselves possessed immortal souls and while invit- 
ing them place man par with the oyster and the 
dog. Darrow has passed his life not the pursuit 
science, but the practice law. While was the 
limelight Dayton, newspaper reporters very generally 
regarded him accredited champion the hypothesis 
evolution. Scientists responsible for the formulation 
the evolutionary hypothesis are record disclaiming 
ability pierce the mystery life, while many them 
have devoutly acknowledged faith God and expressed 
conviction the certainty future existence for man. 
Moreover the evolutionary hypothesis only theory, 
suggested possible explanation what known 
the field cosmic research the present time, and sub- 
ject abandonment the light fuller discoveries, 
the atomic theory, long undisputed, has been abandoned 
recent 


the Chicago debate the contention Darrow was 
not for the evolutionary hypothesis, but for “the mechan- 
istic theory”. would gratuitous assumption—gra- 
tuitous assumptions are unscientific—to conclude that 
these two distinct phrases represent essentially the same 
thing. There likelihood that people, 
considering problems which may involve the destinies 
immortal souls, will risk dependence upon gratuitous as- 
sumptions. Yet this Darrow’s practice, and un- 
scientific the highest degree. makes gratuitous 
assumption when affirms identity the natures dog 
and man, and when asserts that there more soul 
man than there engine other machine 
which the work man’s hands. Admitting that 
does not know how the universe came be, makes 
gratuitous assumption when proclaims that all the 
organisms the universe, including men well dogs 
and oysters, “will back their original ingredients”. 

Despite the space which Darrow accorded the 
newspaper press, his utterances, except the possibility 
that they may influence the thoughtless, are unim- 
portant the bellowing bull. this possibility there 
danger, for, President Coolidge intimated re- 
cent address, the most urgent need the present age 
increase spirituality.

ualization” and The elements are 
many undoubtedly, and many cases some- 
what difficult make them stand out against the 
darkened background memory. Yet with little 
effort many such elements can made stand out 
clearly and distinctly. That are “socialized,” 
cannot doubt. The effect visible, and therefore, 
the cause cannot far distant. Yet, even 
many things and under many conditions act and 
are united mind and co-operative deed with 
our fellowmen, many things and under many 
circumstances are alone—we are “individual- 
therefore, certain forces have been present causes. 
Then, too, every man governed his actions 
ideals—high low they may be, but any case 
they are great influence his daily activities. 
actually “idealized” being, the very fact 
that rational being and governs his life 
some sort principles. 

The task analyzing our life with view dis- 
cerning the elements that have effected the present 
“ego” is, have said, most alluring one. Char- 
acter analysis matter intense interest most 
people, despite occasional depreciations it. is, 
course, reasonable and desirable that should 
What can more important for 
happiness than appreciation what are, and 
why? can never, true, estimate what 
extent supernatural influences have played part 
moulding the individual. can, however, 
introspective analysis get very adequate idea 
the part heredity and environment have played 
forming the may not possible 
many cases differentiate the two. 

the individual making such analysis 
here suggested, one the very striking things 
noted the number times which really im- 
portant changes life have been dependent upon 
some apparently trifling event. is, indeed, quite 
noticeable that the truly important things life 
rarely seem important the time—and, too, that 
those events which seemed like the passing the 
universe the present, are mere trifles retro- 
spect. These observations are especially true the 
“socializing” and “individualizing” processes. They 
are not obviously the case the process 
“idealization.” Indeed, almost impossible 
thing dismember satisfactorily those things 
which contributed the ideals our life. The 
process building ideal such organically 
subtle one that practically defies analysis. And 
yet, while cannot trace the imperceptible growth 
the accumulation the tiny drops 
water that constitute the torrent principle— 
can survey the territory from which these pure 
drops have been distilled. 

The fields which offer material for such survey 
are, indeed, many. The home itself, may, and does 


great many lives offer myriad opportunities for 
idealization. The school, too, another such fruit- 
ful source. Lectures, reading, sermons, religion, 
social activities—all these help the building 
ideals. assign each its exact influence 
task requiring the universality knowledge which 
will ours only eternity. Now, while this in- 
trospective analysis the idealization process can- 
not carried out with any great degree exacti- 
tude definiteness, does yield material great 
value its suggestions for the constructive process 
building ideals. What seem be, may ask 
after analyzing our material, the important factors 
building what seem the natural fac- 
tors this development; what, the opportunity 
were ours re-live this formative period, would 
wish see emphasized our life because its 
superior idealizing value? The answers these 
questions, the builder youthful characters for- 
mulates them himself, will serve guide the 
formative work that faces every educator. 

characteristic the youthful mind, that 
deals with the concrete, and, very forcible im- 
pression made, the appeal must come 
through the concrete. The work realization does 
not mean merely perceiving thing—it goes far 
beyond this. The realization thing supposes 
the appreciation not merely itself, but re- 
gard its various connotations. the develop- 
ment realization the ideal life, there seem 
two important concrete aims about which the 
growth the ideal will take place most effectively. 
The first these the aim find and then ad- 
mire one’s spiritual and intellectual superiors; the 
second, search out pieces literature containing 
such idealism. Here have two very concrete 
types models for the idealization the maturing 
youth. How may these models secured; and 
then how may they brought successfully the 
admiring attention the adolescent? 


strange phenomenon meets every turn 
when consider the formation reformation 
youth any phase. that the educational pro- 
cess, most effective, should begin with the 
parent and teacher. especially prominent 
this case. The parents and teachers are the super- 
iors the child, morally constituted. is, there- 
fore, from their ranks that will, almost neces- 
sity, seek, his spiritual and intellectual superiors. 
The child, unconscious though the fact, 
seeking ideal their ranks for the purpose 
admiring and imitating it. What detriment 
his future fails find the models noble 
idealization! How difficult will for him 
pass beyond the poor human model which his. 

The second aim, that is, searching out literature 
which contains this idealism, may properly guided 
correct the deficiencies the human model. There 
have been guardians youth who, realizing their 
own inadequateness model for the idealzing 
process, have introduced the pupil great liter- 
ary concept that once supplements and completes 
what their inadequacy half accomplishes. All true 
teachers, knowing themselves, will this even 
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though the eye interested observer they are 
themselves ideal characters. is, unfortunately, 
the mediocre teacher parent who most often fails 
realize the importance the concrete ideal 
the student, they have failed realize their 
own life. How, except the miracle infused 
knowledge, can the child condemned copy such 
commonplace models, rise above mediocrity? How 
can the realization the concrete, different from 
the concrete instance itself? How can the effect 
beyond the What herculean task for those 
burdened once the ideals, and supplement 
the ideals the young! Yet other way can 
through the guiding human influence. 


With view getting insight into who and 
what are the human ideals adolescent children, 
the author recently gave about three hundred 
boys and girls parochial high schools the follow- 
ing questions:

not told Holy Scripture that “as man sows, 
shall reap”? The same holds good for our pu- 
pils. And what more, learn doing, 
and there are many things, even arithmetic, that 
can never learned any other way. can 
never hope get more from our pupils than 
expect them, and may get less. view 
this, should not place our ideals high, and for 
the sake the pupils, require much them? Then 
there much joy the sense victory after strug- 
gle, the accomplishment something that has 
required great effort. But the poor student who sits 
and juggles numbers obtain result the back 
the book—what can know the joy work- 
ing and winning? 

Picture the average eighth grade student with his 
next day’s assignment before him. Suppose con- 
sists examples taken from set review exer- 
cises his own text. What will do? Probably, 
with one finger holy card the page where 
the answers are found, will first turn the 
pages find model problem worked out the 
book, similar the first one his assignment. 
fortunate (or unfortunate) enough find one, 
will note that such and such processes were per- 
formed with such and such numbers. Then will 
find the corresponding numbers the problem 
hand, and perform more less mechanically (prob- 
ably more) the same processes saw the 
model. can add, substract, etc., correctly, 
may obtain the required result, and heave sigh 
relief, thinking himself, “One problem less 
do!” Proceeding this manner, the student may 
have perfect paper hand in, but what worth 
him anyone else? Has added anything 
his knowledge, his power meeting situ- 
ation wisely and courageously, and being victorious? 
Has had any real joy his work, experienced 
any the satisfaction that just recompense 
thoughful work, and effort earnestly applied? 


The majority teachers eighth grade arith- 
metic have probably never thought handling the 
subject without the aid text book the hands 
the pupils. But experience has shown that 
not only possible but productive most satisfac- 
tory results from every point view, even from the 
consideration such minor matter the cost 
the text books, which some cases may not 
minor matter all. One thing, however, must 
understood from the start—it means more work for 
the teacher. teacher who not complete 
master the subject, who unwilling sacri- 
fice himself for the good others, should even at- 
tempt it. Moreover, the case any other 
method teaching subject, all will not meet with 
the same success, but the perserving efforts 
teacher overflowing with work 
wonders. first, perhaps, with pupils accustomed 
will feel quite loss, but the teacher must not 
discouraged. Everything most difficult the be- 
ginning, but once have start, progress will 
certain. 

the pupils have text book, how shall 
present new subject? The first step ascer- 
tain what the pupils know can find out about the 
subject. Asa rule, will surprised the fund 
information which will forthcoming. For ex- 
ample, may consider the subject insurance. 
The pupils have mastered the fundamentals per- 
centage and the fractional correspondence thereof. 
For our first lesson property insurance, would 
ask the class such questions these:—How many 
have sent articles parcel post? Who will pay 
for these articles they are How can those 
people afford pay for the lost articles others? 
How much must one pay for insuring article? 
what does this price depend? About what percent 
the value this? How this rate determined? 
These questions will suggest many others. The 
teacher proceeds similarly fire insurance, life in- 
surance, and each kind insurance which 
discussed. The pupils may also asked inquire 
home friends regarding rates insurance, 
kinds insurance, etc. Parents will happy 
see their children interested their work and will 
gladly give the desired information. Perhaps some 
pupil can bring insurance policy school for 
all inspect. Perhaps another acquainted with 
insurance agent and can obtain from him infor- 
mation which would not otherwise available. 
this way, the pupils feel that they are doing some- 
thing and are taking active part the work; 
and not that their minds are the unwilling reservoirs 
into which something being forcibly poured. 
course new terms pertaining the subject must 
given and their significance explained the teach- 
er; constant use, these terms and their meaning 
will become familiar the pupils without any waste 
the pupils know what thing before they are 
given the technical term which designated, 
they will always able give their own defini- 
tions and explanations, and their own that 
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want. the facts thus obtained from the pupils 
should insufficient, the teacher can easily add 
what still necessary, thus making himself con- 
tributor also. Simple mental problems should 
scattered through the entire discussion give 
practical turn the facts under consideration. 


When new subject has been presented, the first 
assignments exercises relating the subject 
should simple, but varied. all costs, the pu- 
pils must think. anything tends make stu- 
dent mechanical, his having whole sets 
exercises which one exactly like 
the other. Instead taking one type problem 
one day, and another type the next, should take 
several types once but make the work simple 
the start. does not take any longer cover the 
ground, and the pupils have been thinking all the 
while. This means that the teacher must have 
large supply exercises from which select, and 
these can readily found text books (with which 
the teacher should well supplied), exercise 
books, they may original problems the 
teacher pupils. fact, these last are often the 
very best, but teacher has time obtain all the 
necessary material for course this way. Thus 
especially the matter assignments that 
additional burden falls the teacher whose pupils 
have texts. The exercises must carefully 
selected and either written the blackboard where 
all can see them, else individual copies must 
made for the pupils. Considering the limited time 
our teachers have their disposal, the first these 
methods undoubtedly the more practical. 
not necessary that the pupils copy the problems, 
they. should given the time school prepare 
their work arithmetic. 


greater accuracy performing the fundamental 
processes should one the first results the use 
this method. The pupil has nothing which 
rely except himself; since has answers tell 
him whether his work correct not, must 
judge for himself. first the teacher may dis- 
appointed, especially the pupils have been accus- 
tomed hurry through their work and then, the 
result incorrect, hurry through again dis- 
cover the error. However, better results will fol- 
low soon the pupils have become familiar with 
the new situation. The student will learn take each 
step more slowly and carefully when realizes 
that everything depends his own work. splen- 
did opportunity suggesting methods checking 
his results thus also offered, and any training re- 
ceived this line asset inestimable value 
any pupil. Besides, the average student soon learns 
judge the fitness result with surprising 
accuracy, and this mean acquisition his 
power. Every pupil should understand throughout 
that real accuracy absolutely essential, not that 
anything within few dollars cubic feet will do. 
particular, may well note that deci- 
mal point one place out position, the result 
ten times large one tenth large should 
be—an error which small proportions, and 
yet often considered trifling. How many 
have heard the remark, “Oh, only had the decimal 
point two places out the way!” 

All the work assigned the pupils should 
carefully examined, and the pupils should know the 
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results their efforts. They should feel that each 
day’s lesson something that really important, 
something that deserving the teacher’s atten- 
tion, something that doing its share make the 
pupils what they will later be. Many teachers may 
object that they have not sufficient time read 
all the required outside work—then let them try 
this, which even better. When the class assem- 
bles, the teacher has prepared slip paper, 
the results for the day’s assignment. While reads 
these the class, each pupil marks each problem 
his paper right wrong (“if isn’t right, it’s 
Then the teacher asks those rise who 
had not the correct result for the first problem. One 
these gives the inventory, another the first state- 
ment, another the next, and on, until the prob- 
lem complete. The teacher writes the statements 
the board they are given, not stopping per- 
form the computations involved, but making each 
statement explicit indicate clearly the method 
solution. this manner, those who failed reach 
the desired result will see their error the problem 
proceeds. and besides will take active part the 
correct solution: one had incorrect result 
for the first problem, the teacher passes and 
goes the succeeding ones the same way. This 
saves useless repetition and explanation the part 
those who understood the work, and gives 
opportunity those who failed. rule, the 
majority the class should have the proper results, 
that the correcting the outside work this 
manner should not require more than ten minutes 
most. The teacher should collect the papers 
after this exercise, and occasionally examine them 
personally order certain that the pupils are 
faithfully checking their work. The papers need 
not returned the pupils they have already 
served their purpose. 

Blackboard work class furnishes one the 
best means for the teacher watch each pupil’s 
trend thought and guide into the proper chan- 
nels. The exercises for this should the same 
type those given for outside work, and possiblv 
somewhat more difficult. The teacher reads the 
problem once, while the pupils listen. During the 
second reading, each pupil writes his inventory 
concise and telling statements. inventory 
should contain all the information given the pro- 
blem, that any pupil could later re-state the prob- 
lem from the inventory called upon so. 
This does not mean that the inventory should 
lengthy, but that every word should serve 
purpose. typical inventory would

Such inventory eliminates the necessity the 
repetition problem, and also the possibility the 
misunderstanding it. Then the pupils proceed 
the solution, carefully writing down each step the 
work the form complete statement.

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The Aesthetic Sense Education

taught the schools to-day the term 
“aesthetics” restricted science the fine 
arts based philosophical principles. may, 
therefore, define the aesthetic sense the mental 
power perceive and appreciate the beautiful 
art. not separate sense the ordinary ac- 
ceptation the word “sense”, but distinctive- 
human faculty whereby man may recognize and 
enjoy material beauty the works the creature, 
and thus prepared recognize and appreciate 
spiritual beauty the more direct works the 
Creator. The aesthetic sense not the gift 
chosen few. Every rational animal has em- 
bryo; but, like every other human power, must 
portant element character-building. Aristotle 
anticipated Herbart realizing that interest must 
precede effective practice. the Politics deals 
with the fine arts they present themselves the 
stateman and social reformer. would have poetry 
and music used convey moral instruction, the 
beautiful attracts and secures St. Augus- 
tine, likewise, refers the attractiveness beauty 
when says his friend, “Do love anything 
but the beautiful? What, then, the 
And what beauty? What that allures and 
unites the things love?- Unless there were 
grace and beauty them, they could means 
attract them.” 

whom shall turn for models the training 
the aesthetic sense? Our first answer is, “To the 
Greeks, since them turn for models almost 
every type beauty.” Greek methods education, 
though not every way the best, are com- 
mended for their consistency and impartiality. Hol- 
born says, “It the even, all-round development 
the Greek that his most marked characteristic. 
side was over-developed, nothing was left out. All 
extremes were avoided. Everything exaggerated, 
ostentatious, vulgar, was abhorrent him. Con- 
sequently find Greek Art marked reserve, 
and restraint, and refinement that find 
other art.” The training the Greeks developed 
not only the physical nature, which man has com- 
mon with the brute, but also those which make him 
man—his intellectual, artistic, and moral natures. 
graphic representation Hellenic training shows 
all the sectors educational 
artistic, intellectual, filled in. stands 
for man’s complete being, each part which has 
received due attention. During the Middle Ages 
the moral side received most attention. Religion 
dominated all things. The inner life man found 
expression art making the “Ages Faith” artis- 
tic ages filled with beauty even exuberance. The 
love aesthetic things—poetry, painting, and, 
above all, architecture—was not confined the 
palace the monastery; pervaded the hum- 
blest home. Dr. Walsh, the enthusiastic “Poet- 
laureate the Middle Ages,” says, “Even the vil- 
lage blacksmith and carpenter gloried making 
their work perfect possible. That they suc- 
ceeded our museums bear witness; and lovers art 
are willing pay exorbitant prices for medieval 


lock bolt common kitchen utensil.” This 
universal seeking for beauty and perfection un- 
doubtedly improved the mind; yet, ignore for 
our present purpose the eminent scholars, and con- 
sider the masses, the sector marked “Intellectual” 
our graphic representation this period must 
left blank. The difficulty obtaining money and 
books kept from the common people the peculiar 
kind information that generally called learning. 

The Renaissance changed the face Europe, but 
can say that made that face more beautiful? 
The “new birth” was, many instances, found 
pagan birth, that while art and science 
walked hand hand, especially through Italy, 
morality that had beautified and glorified the Mid- 
dle Ages withdrew into obscurity. degrees true 
art, which can not live tainted atmosphere, dis- 
appeared with Michelangelo, and only now com- 
ing back us. The art the Renaissance was 
ostentatious, often sensuous spite its intellec- 
tual finish, which, had been combined with the 
the preceding age, might have made 
the greatest art period the world has ever known. 
With reluctance leave unshaded the sector 
marked “Moral” our graphic representation 
Renaissance training. 

Wherever there life there movement. The 
world moves, hence conclude that its soul did 
not die with the Renaissance. The Modern Age 
respects and encourages learning and morality. But 
what about art? Has the aesthetic sense, com- 
mon gift man, been utilized him have his 
other gifts? Not yet. Someone has said, “On ap- 
proaching modern city, one whose aesthetic taste 
has been even slightly cultivated, feels like crying 
out: 

“Spirit Beauty, that dost consecrate 
With thine own hues all thou dost shine upon 
human thought and form, where art thou gone?” 
—Shelley. 
How different was the thought the traveler 
drew near ancient city medieval town, 
nestling like gem appropriate setting! This 
fact added our apparent satisfaction with un- 
beautiful things daily life makes believe that 
our education left one side our nature least 
partially undeveloped. The artistic sector our 
graphic representation Modern training 
present unshaded. Let hope that will not long 
remain blank. There are almost unmistakable 
signs that will not. Art schools are multiplying 
our country, and those Europe are filled with 
American students. Aesthetics favorite study 
every first-class college, and even grade schools 
have course art appreciation. Let hope, then, 
that the flowers beauty will soon full bloom, 
and that shall not have wait for generations 
yet unborn reap the harvest, and walk with 
Wisdom her “beautiful ways”. 

How shall cultivate the aesthetic sense which 
phere beauty while pursuing our ordinary avoca- 
tions. fish lives continuously water, but this 
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mode life not the end its existence; neither 
the constant breathing beauty the end 
man’s existence, although great help towards 
that end, and, properly understood and rightly 
used, will eventually lead him his destined end— 
Eternal Beauty. Parents and teachers must pro- 
vide the atmosphere beauty for the child until 
old enough choose for himself. The mani- 
fold beauties “God’s and 
“God’s grandchild”—Art (as Dante naively puts it) 
should pointed out circumstances permit. This 
not difficult some imagine. the country 
well teach art from nature; and the city, 
teach nature from art. The child who familiar 
with bird and flower, mountain and stream, will de- 
light see these represented art; while the one 
who has studied the ideal landscape will find 
double joy discovering the real. 

The training that was begun the nursery, must 
continued the classroom, where many teach- 
has found that the aesthetic sense sure 
easily entered and willingly traveled; but many 
from prejudice refuse take and choose more 
difficult ways the obstacles which often discourage 
the child and cause him give the quest for 
knowledge. Surround the child with the best 
every form and private—and then 
watch the development his aesthetic sense. You 
will find that the admiration beautiful forms ap- 
pears quite early. Lange says, “The child de- 
lighted with the harmony rhyme and with the 
smooth movement measures. able ap- 
preciate the charm symmetrical figures and ob- 
jects, and prefer beautiful face ugly one. 
addition this come the well-devised plans 
instruction for discovering and appreciating the 
beautiful the simplest sensations space and 
tone, geometrical and plant ornamentation, not 
less than poem and song. But they are only 
isolated, elementary aesthetic feelings that thus 
arise, not strong, unified sum-totals that take root 
important well-connected masses thought, and 
become stimulated greater degree the entire 
view work art. That which gives interest 
and pleasure the boy viewing painting 
architectural work less the harmony the con- 
stituent form-elements, less the thought realized, 
than single unessential accidental parts which lie 
outside the aesthetic judgment. The right under- 
standing work art, and the deep and pure 
feeling for its beauties, first disclose themselves 
the youth man.”

crisis the study and teaching Latin 

has passed. The rapid and deep-seated changes 
that affected the educational theory and practice 
the country recent years have likewise exerted 
detrimental influence not only the teaching 
Latin, but also the relative place that Latin has 
always the curriculum the Secondary School. 
When Professor Thorndike, the early part the 
20th century, attacked the traditional theory 
“Formal Discipline” what amounts the same 
thing, “The Transfer Training”, challenged 
the champions the Classics defend their posi- 
tion the educational world. 

Scholars and educators great numbers pres- 
ently took the cause Thorndike and the battle 
was on. The advances made psychological research 
were favorable Thorndike and his followers. 
The materialistic theory education, which holds 
that the main object human life make 
good living, and that studies which plainly help 
this end are the subjects which should make the 
course study for practically all our boys and girls, 
found Thorndike educational leader without 
peer. Under such leadership the cause the 
Ancient Classics seemed hopeless indeed. 

Then came the awakening. Realizing that they 
could longer depend exclusively upon the 
tional argument “Formal Discipline,” the lovers 
and teachers the Classics turned critical eye 
upon themselves and their methods. This was the 
first step the right direction. the light this 
critical investigation they discovered great many 
matters deserving criticism, and needing immediate 
attention and reform, They began realize that 
many assertions their opponents with regard 
the methods teaching and the results achieved 
were based actually deplorable conditions the 
classroom. These facts thus brought light, crude 
and general they were, only made the champions 
the Ancient Classics feel more keenly the nec- 
essity more thorough and careful investigation 
diagnosis the status the Latin studies 
this country. number years elapsed, however, 
before suitable plan action matured. 

the meanwhile the feeling opposition the 
study the Classics ran high and seemed in- 
crease time went on. And there was sufficient 
reason for the storm criticism that was raised. 

Professor William Prentice Princeton Uni- 
versity his article “On the Teaching the Clas- 
sics” embodied book entitled College Teaching 
—Studies the Method Teaching the College, 
edited Paul Klapper, Ph.D., says: “The storm 
objecions now rising against the study the 
Classics indicates clearly that there general 
dissatisfaction with the result this study. 

“Such criticisms not prove that the study 
the classics cannot accomplish all that its advo- 
cates claim for it, but only not now accomplish- 
ing satisfactory results. There are undoubtedly 
various causes for the depreciation classical 
studies. recent years interest has centered more 
studies designed develop the powers obser- 
vation, give knowledge certain facts, provide 


equipment for some particular vocation the neg- 
lect those which discipline the mind and impart 
general culture. 

Within the past ten years, the quality the 
work being done Latin has deteriorated such 
extent our high schools that many educators 
felt justified considering the study Latin 
waste time. Many them did not hesitate 
maintain that the Latin longer deserves the 
place has held during many centuries; that 
antiquated; that does not produce power 
and training other fields was claimed its 
exponents the past. 

Superintendents, principals and educators began 
incorporate these ideas into their school systems, 
with the result that cloud suspicion and skep- 
ticism gathered around the hitherto most luminous 
subject the curriculum and threatened obscure 
forever its past brilliancy and traditional lustre. This 
skeptical and antagonistic attitude has grown 
acute within recent years that the champions the 
Classics felt imperative plan and undertake 
organized investigation the situation. 

But critical had matters already become, that, 
even when the Committee the Classical Investi- 
gation finally did launch its gigantic investigation, 
there were many friends the Classics who feared 
that the outcome would prove deathblow 
the Ancient Languages. Fortunately, the mem- 
bers the various sub-committees appointed the 
administrative board the Classical Investigation, 
seemed realize the importance the mission be- 
fore them and dealt with these critical questions 
very scholarly manner. What the Committee 
has given the General Report exactly what 
was needed follow out the suggestions Profes- 
sor Prentice stated the last paragraph the 
quotation given above. 

The General Report the Classical Investigation 
diagnosis the status the study and methods 
teaching the Ancient Languages. Whether the 
suggestions offered are receiving the unanimous ap- 
proval the teachers Latin not, the writer 
feels that the Report has aroused considerable use- 
ful criticism among the teachers Latin well 
among principals and school superintendents. The 
fact that has awakened teachers questioning 
mental attitude regarding their own achievements 
and methods teaching Latin the past, the 
beginning movement that may productive 
good results. 

This Report has brought home teachers that 
the results achieved and the methods employed 
the past are far from satisfactory. fact, less than 
50% the teachers answering the questionaires 
sent out the Committee considered the work be- 
ing done Latin satisfactory. 

The Causes the Deterioration 

Such general deterioration the teaching and 
study Latin and the corresponding dissatisfaction 
are the result series factors that have been 
operative for long time. critical analysis any 
problem that aims constructive must trace 
back their sources those undesirable effects for 
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the purpose prescribing suitable remedies. The 
subjoined list factors responsible great ex- 
tent for this deterioration Latin not ex- 
haustive one. The writer aimed select the more 
prominent causes, order point out certain 
broad lines which direct teachers their ef- 
forts bring about prompt improvement. will 
noticed that some these factors affect teachers 
themselves, others, the curriculum content the 
course study, others are the faults text-books, 
principals, etc. 

The first factor discernible the rapid growth 
the number High Schools throughout the country 
with correspondingly large increase the number 
students who take the study Latin. This 
necessitated increase the number teachers 
Latin. But unfortunately, the supply compe- 
tent teachers has not kept pace with the demand. 
This has had disastrous result the quality 
the work done. Perhaps great many cases like 
the following are familiar you. 

certain teacher High School was informed 
the Superintendent that she would have teach 
Latin the following year. She objected, saying that 
she knew Latin, but was told she could learn 
during the summer. She received this information 
June. Accordingly, she applied one our 
Professors who was that time located Council 
Bluffs, lowa. Having stated her case, she asked 
would willing give her private instructions 
during the summer. The proposal was accepted and 
during the course weeks she received suffi- 
cient instruction enable her the work re- 
quired. She reported later, that she had had great 
success. doubt, great many cases similar 


this could brought light, the superintendents 
and School Boards would state the facts. 

second reason for the deterioration Latin 
the fact that teachers, fearful evil consequences, 
financially otherwise, make point keep the 


percentage failures low possible. large 
percentage failures seems reflect upon the 
teacher and the methods employed. Superintend- 
ents, and more often School Boards, not realize 
that the Latin Language very difficult. And 
quite naturally, are apt look with suspicion upon 
the teacher who has high percentage failures. 
easy see then why many teachers sacri- 
fice standards for quality the work order 
keep clean record for themselves. 

Another important factor bringing about this 
deterioration misapplication the part teach- 
ers the principle motivation. 

the face the continually growing dissatis- 
faction with the study Latin, teachers, their 
efforts make the subject interesting, the oppo- 
site extreme. Instead telling the students that 
the subject difficult, that great deal study 
required their part order succeed it, 
they make the study Latin mere play work. They 
sacrifice work for the interest, and imagine they are 
accomplishing wonders they can arouse the stu- 
dent’s interest Latin card game, can develop 
the student sufficient skill manipulating Latin 
verb forms that can tag ending verb 
the proper tense and number the verb, the stem 
which prepared card for the purpose. And 
all this, too, with the aid book. And then 
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climax all, perhaps the teacher will give the 
student grade his ability play these games 
complete such verb paradigms. The student, 
course, gets the impression that Latin easy. 

Listen Andrew West, Dean the Graduate 
School Princeton University, article en- 
titled “The Study Latin” published the Ameri- 
can Classical League: 

“The second theory education may called 
sentimental. rests the idea that all education 
must made attractive and pleasant, because other- 
wise the pupil will not interested his studies 
and therefore will not make good progress. This 
extreme reaction from the materialistic theory.”

Nor was each biography mere sketch the famous 
Around each builder were grouped the chief 
events the period; system which made the child con- 
versant with the entire history the United States 
the time the sixth grade was completed, for the biog- 
raphies ran through the fifth and the sixth grades. That 
class fed biography was the solution the eighth 
grade teacher’s problem—it liked history. The succeed- 
ing classes, likewise fed biography, liked history. 

The human appeal live appeal. Besides sound 
leads the children from the known 
the unknown, and when the work the higher grades 
begun, the pupils are prepared link our history with 
that our ancestors beyond the Atlantic. 

There another aspect the question that this method 
favors. The tendency today history-teaching 
shorten the treatment the periods discovery and ex- 
ploration. Why should deprive our children the 
glorious Catholic background OUR 
STORY? Question even high school pupil these 
two periods and you will generally find that his notions 
them are very hazy quite erroneous. will 
likely describe Soto’s explorations staged parade 
through the southern part the continent with banners 
waving and plumes floating the breeze; the “greedy 
Spaniards” marching onwards kill Indians and seek 
gold. Nothing farther from the truth than these gar- 
bled text-book accounts heroes, for the Spaniards did 
deeds more wonderful Agamemnon; 
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Training Students Choose 
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were well indeed that all our devoted Catholic 

teachers, whatever the special subject their 
teaching, should have also besides their technical 
knowledge thorough realization and practical 
estimate the difficulties and dangers less than 
the opportunities and advantages which will meet 
their pupils when they leave the doors school. 
Religious teachers particular have often make 
special effort order realize adequately the 
life which their pupils will lead the world. From 
the seclusion religious community that world, 
with its temptations and trials, may look far other- 
wise than does the men and women who are 
actively struggling its malestrom. Yet for 
life the world that most the pupils our 
schools are being prepared, and there that the 
fruits our educational system are tried and tes- 
ted, approved found wanting. 

Moralists every age have been justified 
speaking out against the dangers the world, its 
illusions and pitfalls. But doubtful whether 
the interest, the attractiveness and distractions 
the world were ever much greater than present. 
draw comparisons. But point allurements, 
distractions, diversity interests, our times seem 
bear away the palm history. 


fact have all the old means entertain- 
ment and amusement, are heirs all the ideas, 
true and false, the centuries, indefatigable 
news system acquaints every morning and even- 
ing the chief happenings the entire world, 
amusements every sort are multiplied not only 
number but kind. The radio, the moving 
picture, all ways swift transportation and inter- 
communication, have augmented the facilities for 
amusement that this have become one 
the chief businesses mankind. 

Now worldliness dangerous, not only because 
makes men and women love too much this pres- 
ent life, but also because inclines them forget 
the hereafter. man can serve two masters, God 
and Mammon. For either will neglect the one 
the other. serves God, must sacrifice 
some degree the pleasures and interests this 
world. serves Mammon, will inevitably 
neglect and disregard the interests God. 


Thus, life nowadays, what has ever been, 
but greater degree, perhaps, and more mul- 
tiplied instances, constant choosing between the 
side God and the side the world. Those who 
cleave God must constantly elect give 
something the world, allurements and amuse- 
ments, even innocent ones. But those who devote 
themselves frankly the world will inevitably give 
and sacrifice what belongs 

One the most important elements then, 
training our pupils for life, evidently develop 
them the habit and power deliberate choice 
which they will strengthened 
degree which will enable them choose con- 
sistently and deliberately, far their duty goes 
least, the things that are God’s. will prof- 
itable and interesting for all Catholic teachers 


consider with themselves just how far their way 
dealing with their pupils education, 
say, deliberate choice, training the will and 
strengthening the character which will dispose 
and enable them when the occasion arises choose 
the things which are God. 

The will, course, strengthened exercise. 
its own way responds surely and defin- 
itely exercise does the muscle the arm. 
Every time the will induced make right and 
deliberate choice, becomes just much stronger 
make such choice the future. the con- 
trary, the individual saved the trouble mak- 
ing choices, allowed opportunity so, the 
will inclines become weakened and inert. 


Now candor compels the student present day 
education confess that the mere routine class- 
room teaching does not tend itself exercise 
the faculty choice. are not speaking now 
the preliminary choice pupil between courses 
subjects. this regard more and more oppor- 
tunity given for election. But speak the 
ordinary work the classroom day and day out 
and the contact pupil with teacher during the 
school hours and outside them. these 
rule tend cultivate the pupil the deliberate 
habit choosing according principle and from 
personal initiative? they not, then our train- 
ing should supplemented some definite exer- 
cises for the strengthening the will and the cul- 
tivation the habit choosing conscientiously 
and rightly. 

will not say that classroom exercises, 
from the nature the case, exclude this training 
deliberate choice. not much the exercise 
the classroom the attitude the pupil which 
effects this training. Two pupils may sit side 
side the same classroom, subject the same 
exterior influences and compulsion. One may 
quite passive and without any personal volition ex- 
cept wish avoid trouble and comply with 
whatever has complied with. The other may 
constantly exercising his will acts deliber- 
ate choice overcome sloth, keep attentive and 
diligent, co-operate actively and from principle 
with everything the teacher suggests directs. 
The one pupil constantly strengthening his char- 
acter, the other merely drifting with the current 
and acquiring habit drifting which will 
severe handicap after life. 


The attitude the teacher would seem have 
much with the attitude the pupils this 
regard. Some teachers stimulate the will their 
pupils active co-operation with their efforts. 
Others seem dominate and subject the wills 
their scholars leave them little personal 
volition choice any kind. Others still, 
course, create sort anarchy which neither 
active co-operation nor passive compliance. There 
need say which these three classes 
teachers are training the child most effectively for 
after life. Yet, strange though may sound 
say it, the least effective all these three attitudes 
the teacher for life, education 
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deliberate and rightful choosing, that the one 
who dominates and subjects the will her scholars 
discourage them any habit deliberate 
choice. 


far maintaining discipline concerned, 
keeping order, and even insuring the performance 
alotted tasks, must confessed that the 
teacher who dominates and subjects her scholars 
has the easiest time. the quickest and surest 
way secure uniformity. the other hand 
train children choose, cultivate them the 
spirit self reliance and individual responsibility 
requires, undoubtedly, much more effort the 
part the teacher, all else being equal. But the 
teacher vividly keeps before her the circumstances 
which these children will after life, the 
temptations that will surround them, the many oc- 
casions they will have for exercising the right 
choice when fail may ruin them body 
and soul, she will think worth while deliberately 
set about training them personal initiative 
and the habit conscientious choosing. 


Merely call attention this need and oppor- 
tunity the part the teacher step towards 
meeting it. The details the process have 
studied out the individual teacher, who, she 
keeps mind the after life her pupils, will find 
many ways training them choose for them- 
selves while school that they may choose 
wisely after life. 


The very attitude the teacher has, let re- 
peat, great deal with the attitude her 
pupils this regard. they see that she insists 
their acting merely her say and following 
her directions because she has given them, they will 
acquiesce this attitude and their law will the 
will the teacher, not because obey right 
and because they choose freely what right, 
but because would dangerous anything 
else and easier submit than take the con- 
sequences refusing. 

But the teacher makes use the discipline 
the classroom accustom them obey because 
obey right, and disobey, evil; she keeps 
constantly mind the need developing the 
children, little little, and with much patience, 
the sense personal reponsibility, and the duty 
choosing rightly for the love God and for con- 
science’s sake, she will succeed some measure. 
Any degree success such matter triumph 
and achievement because will have great con- 
sequences after days. 

ought more solicitous give this sort 
cult so, for the very reluctance the child 
learn act reasonably and choose conscientiously 
sign the necessity such training. The 
truth that the inertia human nature itself 
makes everyone slow learn the habit consci- 
entious choosing. boys and girls and men 
and women well have tendency drift with 
the current, follow the line least resistance 
and act less from conscience and honor than 
from present convenience and expediency. 

Knowing this should redouble our efforts 
train our pupils the intelligent use their own 
free will. should make point honor with 
ourselves give them this advantage, nay this 
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necessary equipment for after life. will one 
the most precious preparations which the 
school can afford them and the lack will 
far discount and overbalance any other benefit 
can give. 

Look abroad over the world outside the doors 
school and see the various paths which this 
present moment the former pupils our Catholic 
institutions are walking wandering. Some, faith- 
ful the instructions they have received, are wor- 
thy Catholics and good citizens. They their 
duty God and man and are, Christ has bidden 
them be, the salt the earth and the light the 
world. They support the Catholic schools, they 
take due part Catholic activities, they are the 
credit and the consolation the teachers who sent 
them forth after patient years training and in- 
struction. 

Others, not many sure the first, but 
numerous enough for all that, are drifting precari- 
ously far religion concerned, caught the 
currents the world and getting apparently farther 
and farther away from the Faith and the loyalties 
their school days. They weakly compromise, 
where there question religion and principles, 
with the spirit the world. They have, 
surrendered influences which carry them farther 
and farther away from the Church. Little trace 
the Catholic training they received while school 
now found their life and actions. 

What has happened this second class our 
graduates? Evidently the choice was offered them 
which offered every man who goes out into 
the world, between Christ the one hand, and 
world, the flesh and the devil the other. They 
are not choosing wisely nor conscientiously. They 
have either drifted with the current have delib- 
erately taken sides with evil. What the reason why 
some our pupils thus astray while others re- 
main constant and true? 


The most fundamental reason, course, the 
freedom the human will. every group grad- 
uates some may found who deliberately and 
free choice depart from the teachings their school 
days. Yet not true that with more effective 
training right choosing, might greatly re- 
duce the number those who thus 
bend our attention more that effective train- 
ing for after life which consists developing the 
will, and exercising the power right choosing, 
could fortify and save some those pupils who 
now, more from weakness than from malice, sad- 
astray. 


All these remarks are not way belittling 
the great and signal good that already being ac- 
complished our Catholic schools, good which 
incalcuably great. Rather wish direct the 
attention our teachers element training 
which the stress diversity present day educa- 
tion likely little neglected. Let train 
our children deliberately and constantly the habit 
right choosing. will crown our work edu- 
cation.

writer after critical examination the Eng- 
lish text books now flooding the educational mar- 
kets. The content the texts beautifully bear out 
the method used instructors the class room. 
The plan instruction divided into expression ac- 
tivities and non-expression activities. Expression 
activities will always result good usage the 
language, and give certain amount efficiency 
even young pupils for the correct expression 
whereas, non-expression activities will re- 
sult language technique, merely, and the child 
will utterly helpless express his thoughts easi- 
and fluently. Expression the act doing; 
non-expression, the act knowing without doing. 
must know God, before can love and serve 
Him; but know Him, and not love and serve 
Him, brings results. know what virtue 
is, and not practice virtue, similarily fruitless. 
“What will profit know Thy law and 
keep not.” These examples will serve show 
that the non-expression activities are necessary, but 
fruitless unless followed the expression ac- 
tivities. necessary that know the technique 
the language, but the major time should de- 
voted the functioning its good usage actual 
expression situations. The non-expression type 


English teach good language technique through 


activities that not involve actual expression situa- 
tions, and mean nothing more than abstract drill 
such find most the text books, and which 
seem satisfy the average teacher English. 

Let suppose that the instructor has taught the 
class all the mechanics good letter writing. The 
pupils may able show the black board the 
different parts which make letter, busi- 
ness, social, otherwise. the subject then 
dropped, and the instructor takes for that 
this particular line English sufficiently con- 
sidered, have non-expression activity and Miss 
Toknow separated from Mr. Todo. Miss Toknow 
and Mr. Todo must wed, and “live together ever 
afterwards.”

Suf- 
ficient for that student that his was the selected let- 


ter, and that had the recognition reply. Sup- 
posing there school paper, let the pupils this 
class have the privilege writing article, then 
choose three the best for publication. Suppose 
member the class give birthday party, 
and the entire class invited this social function. 
class gift presented the host. The 
teacher will have each member the class write 
note acceptance; that note which most ef- 
ficiently executed will course the prize pro- 
duction, and this pupil should exempted from 
paying his share for the gift. Such expression ac- 
tivities these should function situations which 
come into the lives the pupils. only when 
expression activities follow the non-expression ac- 
tivities that can hope for any permanent results. 

Again, let the instructor give information 
certain topic, then ask the pupils write the best 
possible report the talk. the oral line, have 
pupils report upon information that has been col- 
lected concerning the organization English 
Club; the doings birthday party. Let pupils 
who have had instruction parliamentary law, par- 
ticipate debate. These expression activities 
should allowed the major time plus, over the non- 
expression activities. 

The only object acquiring knowledge cor- 
rect technique and form able use this 
knowledge expression activities which function 
the actual situations life. Language text books 
value should correlate the pupil activities 
with actual usage. 

The writer audited class where recitation 
something like the following took place: 


Teacher: Charles, read sentence one exercise 
ten, and supply the correct form the verb SEE 
the blank space. Charles hesitated, then with 
question mark his countenance, read the 
tence, supplying what thought the correct form, 
and just lifeless and uninteresting way 
Charles put it, the teacher nodded assent; and con- 
tinued the work asking James name any sen- 
tences the exercise that had compound subjects. 
James read two sentences, and the recitation con- 
tinued until this uninteresting and perfectly profit- 
less exercise was finished. The text used was ex- 
amined and like many its kind, its pages were 
filled with drills the abstract type: Are the fol- 
lowing sentences right wrong? Fill the blank 
spaces with correct form verb come; Convert the 
adjectives sentence five into adverbs. 

The psychological principles involved the pro- 
cess learning are not borne out such abstract 
drills these. Vital motives and content situa- 
tions which are necessary promote permanent 
learning, are wanting. They utterly disregard the 
relation knowledge use, and remove activity 
from its normal performance. not mean 
imply that knowledge not the antecedent the 
function, but what wish prove that “know- 
ing and doing should develop together.” 

Few the number English text books that 
not separate knowledge language technique. 
However, there class non-expression activi- 
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ties which commendable. These are exercises 
where the student coached revise his own 
work where allowed judge and criticize the 
oral and written expressions his classmates; 
where encouraged notice the speech 
others the streets, the play ground and the home. 
But very few such assignments appear the pages 
English texts. The writer does not mean im- 
ply that non-expression activities have value, 
but simply that training Language technique 
should situations where functions normally. 
the teacher realize that she is, least, partially 
responsible for the child’s ability use his mother 
tongue, she will see that the training activities 
applied the kind situations which language 
functions. This the psychological principle that 
underlies all learning. “Knowing and doing should 
develop together.” 

This survey the English texts reveals their out- 
standing weaknesses the light pupil activities. 
would seem that revision these texts im- 
perative. model text would minimize the assign- 
ments devoted non-expression activities, while 
correlating the expression activities with the regular 
school work. But well for remember that 
those who use text books for the instruction their 
classes, also have responsibility. 

strong the influence the text book 
the class room, the influence the correct type 
instructor, stronger. What may not the tactful, 
energetic, live teacher make the dead messages 
the text breathe and have The maker the 
improved text should create and develop more 
scientific and artistic product than the present 
time available. The writer maker such 
text should psychologist, and the text should 
based upon sound procedures psychologically. 
minimum course should presented with abundant 
supplementary matter.

the scientific study nature enables child use 
his own reasoning power and thereby arrive independ- 
ence thought, will unreasonable suppose, that 
when discovers that nature always strictly obedient 
law and order, respect for authority and observance 
the law woll become important part his own daily 
program? 

Even the child the primary grades learns something 
the economic values emphasized nature study. 
soon learns recognize that God made everything 
nature serve man, either directly indirectly, and that 
under the moral obligation conserve natural re- 
sources.

Dr. David Smith says, “The fact that the 
child finds positive truth immutable law 
time his development when naturally filled with 
doubt and with the desire investigate has value dif- 
ficult fully appreciate.” 

Language universal art acquired infancy through 
association and imitation, and forms medium ex- 
pression for the communication ideas. there any 
other agency transmission that could take its place 
the higher and holier aspects thought? Does not the 
lack sufficient vocabulary actually prevent the think- 
ing-out lofty and noble ideas and the making those 
fine discriminations the analyses thought that always 
contribute liberally intellectual pleasure? The influ- 
ence that language has upon the character child can 
measured only with great difficulty. Think the 
poor child who must listen all day long blasphemous, 
scurrilous expressions from those should love and 


reverence most! Does not soon learn imitate them? 


Even though not fully conscious the meaning 
his words, they not build him, compara- 
tively short time, depravity that shocking? the 
other hand take the child accustomed kind, simple and 
unaffected language, how gentle, refined, and courteous 
all his ways! other subject the curriculum 
has such general power reflecting character, becoming 
does intimate part every lesson the day.

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MUSIC READING AND ROTE SINGING

HOULD children taught read music our 
schools, sing music rote? This much 
debated question, which has strong advocates both 
sides. Some favor rote singing entirely, arguing that all 
time spent teaching the reading notes children 
lost time. Others favor rote singing the first few 
years the child’s school life. Still others will have 
rote singing any kind and they argue that although the 
process teaching children read notes before attempt- 
ing sing songs laborious one the beginning, yet 
one reaps the reward later, when children are able read 
songs sight. Aside from the question results ob- 
tained each case, there doubt the proper 
method dictated educational 

one will deny that nothing added the mental 
parrot system, and should have place educational 
method. Music should taught our schools for its 
cultural value, and anything that does not tend towards 
culture the teaching should avoided. there 
anything cultural the teaching songs rote, 
fail see it. not only drudgery work for the child, 
but more than slavish work for the teacher. And 
when the teacher has succeeded teaching the child 
song this method. what has she added the mental 
equipment that child? Absolutely nothing all. Such 
method violates all the fundamental principles peda- 
gogy based the philosophy and psychology educa- 
tion. 

The work the singing teacher who instructs children 
the reading notes not impossible one those 
who uphold rote-singing will lead believe. Singing 
schools educational process and has great edu- 
cational value, and therefore should treated the 
same principles that govern the teaching other 
branches the educational system. The child devel- 
oped many directions when taught read music 
readily. Physically benefited, his perspective facul- 
ties are developed, and his artistic taste brought the 
fore. sad that music many our schools used 
only means recreation. Music the old systems 
education was integral part the equipment 
every educated person. today should integral 
part the school equipment, and given its allotted time 
along with the other branches the curriculum. What 
the reason for the great indifference manifested 
most our people today towards what really worth 
while music? Why music taste such low 
level among the masses the people? due the 
fact that music was not taught properly the school, 
the taste for good music was not developed, and its un- 
importance accentuated using relaxation be- 
tween class periods, considering recreation. 
will not far from the truth when say that this low 
appreciation what really good music due 
the obnoxious system teaching singing rote. For 
this latter method the child receives knowledge 
that can carry with after its school years develop 
adult age. 

Music has place the education the child. 
consider the status music definite study the 
school fixed, owe its teaching the same system- 
atic and definite organic instruction found other 
long established branches. The part the music teach- 
the school not easy one, for the demands made 
upon teachers today require great breadth training and 
devotion the work. Enthusiasm and joy must eman- 
ate from the teacher secure response from the class. 
teacher. quote one who has given much study this 
There must every step and each 
moment the lesson; this alone great strain the 
matter: “Much depends the time and effort given 
the teacher the preparation the singing lesson. 
Such preparation necessary preparation for any 
other lesson, and the requisite time should given 
this preparation well the other work the class 
room. There seems longer any question 
the frequency singing periods, for all recognize the 
advisability making each day attractive its singing 
lesson, but one forced protest that little time 
devoted this most cultural branches. Surely the 
lives our little ones, for the first three years least, 
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should one bright happy song, and twenty minute 
period daily seems the minimum time that should 
given the singing lesson.” 

not branch suited discipline the mind that 
may become most education, but fine art adapted 
develop those aesthetic powers which are necessary 
wholeness character and yet apt neglected 
for the more showy accomplishments the intellect. The 
importance this aesthetic culture must the basis 
plea any art such. And beginning the in- 
quiry what form aesthetic culture best suited 
school life, must observed that the fine arts are 
severally the same essence, and vary only manifes- 
tation.

other art has such power minister the sublime dreams 
and limitless desires the heart which aspires God.”

THE ESKIMO. 

Eskimos belong the great family yellow people. 
They look much like the Indians but have slanting little 
black eyes and yellowish-brown skin. They are medi- 
height, very strongly built, and have black hair. The 
word “Eskimo” means one who eats raw meat. The girls 
and boys this cold region have many games. They 
play the snow and ice, slide, make tiny sleds and huts, 
throw spears and shoot with arrows. They have pretty 
toys carved out ivory tusks the walrus. 

FOOD. 

The Eskimo lives hunting for cannot raise corn 
wheat make bread. For few weeks summer the 
sun thaws little the ground and the Eskimo sees 
pretty flowers blossom. Then hunts for berries. 
gets most his food from the sea and the ice that covers 
it. The favorite food the flesh and fat seals, white 
bears, whales, seabirds and fish. The Eskimo drinks oil 
melted fat. likes well. The Eskimo moves from 
place place find food. likes live with few 
neighbors not kill off food too quickly. 
spends his whole life getting food and keeping warm. 
With the help their dogs the Eskimo catch hares. 
CLOTHING. 

The Eskimo’s clothing made entirely the skins 
animals. The women make soft garments for the babies 
and younger children sewing together the young seals’ 
velvety skins. Their needles are made from the bones and 
their thread from the sinews animals. The men and 
boys wear shirts, trousers, coats and boots made bear- 
skin sealskin, and caps and mittens the same ma- 
The women’s clothing made the skins 
birds, foxes, and seals neatly sewed together, and their 
coats have hoods which they carry the babies. Even 
summer the Eskimo wears the skins seals keep 
warm. When the coldest days come, two suits are put 
on. The inside suit has the fur turned toward the body 
and the other has the fur outside. Dogskins are made 
into stockings. The Eskimo feels cold—well, the skins 
that grow keep the animal warm will keep him warm 
too. 

HOMES. 

summer the Eskimo out skins. When 
snow. These Snow Houses are called Igloos. The blocks 
are put together the form beehive. The winter

home built stones driftwood and covered with 
thick layer earth. more like cave than 
house. has only one room not more than ten 
twelve feet wide, and just high enough for the grown- 
folks stand in. There are doors nor windows, the 
only opening being long passage tunnel, thru which 
one person crawls time. Sometimes opening 
left the top let little light. There not much 
inside the hut. From the roof hangs smoky lamp made 
stone. the hollow the stone seal whale oil, 
with piece moss for wick. The lamp gives both heat 
and light but fills the hut with smoke. The Eskimo does 
not bathe. Most the time his face covered with 
smoke, grease and dirt. There long bench one 
side the hut which serves seat. night the whole 
family sleep using skins bears and seals keep 
warm. They have six months day and six months 
night. course they not sleep during the long win- 
ter nights. Read the Snow Baby Peary.

Eskimo and white people live the northwestern part 
North America. They are governed the United 
States because the United States bought Alaska, the place 
where the Eskimo lives, from Russia years ago. 

THE LAND THE ESKIMO 

Away near the North Pole the coldest part the 
earth, Eskimos live. might consider their land very 
dreary and uncomfortable, but the Eskimos find many 
pleasures all around them their snowy world. They 
are very cheerful, happy people, and their black eyes 
sparkle with fun. Part the year they not see the 
sun all and the days well the nights are dark. 
The other part the year they have the sun shining 
dimly both day and night. 

their frozen world they have wood unless bits 
float their shores from distant lands, they have 
build their houses called Igloos, from the ice and 
snow. Their houses are round mounds built blocks 
frozen snow. They can build them quickly, which well, 
considering they have move frequently. The door 
Igloo just hole they crawl through. The windows 
are cut through the walls and covered with thin piece 
white skin. They need windows for light, but not 
for air, the snow porous like lump sugar and 
admits great deal air. The bed just ledge 
snow covered with soft furs. The only stove stone 
lamp with moss wick burning oil. The air the Igloo 
has about the freezing point all the time their 
home will melt down around them. But they are ac- 
customed the cold that upon entering their home they 
remove all their heavy furs and with scarcely any 
clothes all. Although they nearly naked indoors, 
still their outer garments are very warm. wear two 
coats. The outside garment, called parka, made 
some animal’s skin made with the fur the outside, but 
the under garment some soft fur feathered bird skin 
made with the fur feathers next the body. They 
use the reindeer for parkas sometimes and trim them 
with eider-duck skins. The boys and girls dress very 
much alike except that the girls have pockets their 
sleeves and boots. The babies are carried their 
mother’s back warm fur bags. 

The Eskimo use dogs place horses and they have 
trained haul loads and obey their master. The 
little boys have learn how hitch the dogs the 
sleds and how drive them, which takes great deal 
practice. One dog the leader and all the other dogs 
must follow him. The boy has manage the dogs en- 
tirely with his voice telling the leader when stop, and 
when ahead, the right the left. Although 
the leader the dogs may not the largest the 
strongest the team, still all the other dogs follow him 
and what ever does. 

There are schools for the children and they not 
learn read write, but they have some things that 
they must learn. Besides learning manage dog team 
they must learn build Igloos, fish, hunt, tan skins and 
carve figures out ivory. Often the children have 
feed the dogs which easy task. The dogs always 
are hungry and fight get the meat from each other, 
that each dog has fed separately. Mornings when 
the dogs are needed the children have catch them and 
some the dogs run away and have chased. 

These people eat great deal their food uncooked. 
They eat fat blubber, frozen reindeer, seal, walrus and 
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fish. During their short summer they are able gather 
berries, which they dry for winter use. 

trading ship whalers come their shores, the 
Eskimos are anxious trade their furs for some the 
things they need, like needles, axes, knives, fish 
hooks, guns and trinkets for their woman and little girls. 
They bring the traders their sledges loaded with the 
skins seal, bears, wolves, muskrat, mink and white fox. 
you see, every part the world, even the ice-bound 
lands, have some things that the other part the world 


has need 
THE REINDEER. 

The reindeer the most important animal the Lapps. 
This stately animal supplies them with the 
travel, food and clothing and shelter. The antlers 
this animal are used for knives, hunting weapons, vari- 
ous cooking utensils. Every Lapp owns herd these 
and they are easy feed because they eat only the 
white reindeer moss which they can easily obtain pas- 
sing through the snow with their sharp little hoofs. 

the summer there kind mosquito which bites 
the reindeer and forces them seek refuge some 
high hill till The family goes with the herd be- 
cause they did not the people would surely die. 

The wives the Lapps make cheese from the sweet 
milk and the little ones are very fond the milk. 

The Lapps are teaching the Eskimos, who use dogs for 
travel, how herd, feed, milk and break the reindeer into 
harness. They are reported getting along nicely 
with this family animal, which useful the people 
the northern countries.

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THE OUTLINES HISTORY

Before the end his career Montcalm inflicted 
upon large British army Ticonderoga crush- 
ing defeat. was outnumbered about four one, 
but the careful preparations always made for de- 
fense, and accident which early the fight killed 
General Howe, the ablest the British officers, the 
French with loss 400 won complete victory. 
The English and colonial casualties were 2,000. Un- 
der the incapable Abercrombie the 13,000 survivors 
fled down Lake George, though foe pursued. 
few the advantages won Montcalm have here 
been briefly noticed, but there not space con- 
sider his military career America. This study will 
conclude with account the conduct Gover- 
nor Vaudreuil and critical emergency his sinis- 
ter assistance. 

Montcalm’s succession victories caused not 
little rejoicing Canada, though this sunny season 
was brief. Few eyes pierced the future, though 
coming events crowded the clear vision the 
French commander. the autumn plainly in- 
formed Governor Vaudreuil that the period was past 
for burning log cabins and taking occasional scalps. 
The best the Canadians should trained the 
ranks the regulars. The militia should uni- 
formed and drilled like soldiers. Outposts should 
held handfuls men, and their garrisons 
withdrawn defend places more important. The 
Governor, who was certain that the English would 
not attack Quebec, was extremely angry the ener- 
getic recommendations Montcalm, though wiser 
official would have read the signs Louisburg. Its 
surrender was charged with mischief not only 
Quebec but New France. 

Montcalm, the other hand, was not deceived 
his brilliant successes, for knew how inadequate 
were his resources. this extremity sent 
France, Bougainville, one his capable subordin- 
ates, who sounded through his own family and his 
friends court the depths and shoals the sea up- 
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which the French ship was sailing. was made 
clear him that Frederick the Great was danger- 
ous enemy; that England was mistress the seas 
and therefore controlled the routes Canada, and 
finally that the only hope France was the success 
projected invasion great strength Eng- 
land and Scotland, enterprise for which that 
time considerable number small vessels were 
course construction. Napoleon dreamed little 
later hazarding such venture. But return 
Canada. There was prospect assistance from 
France. Great Britain, the other hand, was able, 
because her maritime strength, send Amer- 
ica tens thousands soldiers. the desperate 
venture resolved upon France led success, all 
its affairs would soon righted. Meanwhile Bou- 
gainville with four hundred men, and some honors 
worthily distributed, returned Canada. 


that dreary time Vaudreuil’s subalterns were 
employing their talents plunder the colony. The 
Governor’s blindness encouraged their boldness. 
They robbed their king, their colony, and their In- 
dian allies. This they were able with im- 
punity, for, unlike the British colonies, there was 
lacking New France the corrective public opin- 
ion. Canadian affairs were managed France, and 
one not forget that the intentions many 
French officials were good. But their feelings 
friendship for far off New France were neutralized 
the orgies Quebec. Gambling, and feasting, 
and dancing Montcalm was powerless suppress, 
though his own officers were sharply reminded 
the consequences. Personally had contend 
with poverty, because had even considered the 
sale his establishment France. This situation 
confided his diary. There was Canada dur- 
ing the winter 1758-59 something like famine; 
the troops were placed short rations and horse- 
flesh was included the meagre fare. home the 
French people were crushed taxes enrich 
greedy knaves, but the whirligig time, borrow 
hint from Shakespeare, brings round not only its 
changes but its revenges. Many interested specta- 
tors the gambling, the dancing, and the feasting 
New France must have lived witness the fall 
the Bastlile and the tragic scenes soon follow. 

Montcalm followed the ideas that had long 
considered. For his last stand had chosen Que- 
bec, that time cut off British fleet. The 
English home had suffered fewer than four 
disastrous campaigns. was the general knowledge 
those reverses that put William Pitt charge 
their affairs, which soon assumed different com- 
plexion. The administration the British govern- 
ment had been entrusted officials but little supe- 
rior integrity those who woefully managed 
matters France and her colonies. Pitt, how- 
ever, became Secretary for War 1757. Before 
the end year there were signs improvement. 
Admiral Boscawen, General Amherst and General 
Wolfe, whom shall presently hear, had been 
sent America. Forty warships, countless trans- 
ports, and about twelve thousand soldiers, nearly 
all regulars, were assembled Halifax. This force, 
20,000 seamen and soldiers, besieged and the 
end July captured Louisburg together with mili- 
tary stores and its garrison almost 6,000. Vau- 
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dreuil should have interpreted this sign Mont- 
calm had not failed do. 

After the taking Louisburg, which General 
Wolfe had conspicuous share, that officer returned 
England, where assisted organizing ex- 
pedition against Quebec, while Sir Jeffry Amherst 
America planned the conquest all New France. 

has been stated that Bougainville brought 
from France four hundred men reinforce Mont- 
calm. The energetic Pitt, the other hand, sent 
30,000 men attack Canada! June 26th, Gen- 
eral Wolfe and Admiral Saunders appeared the 
basin before Quebec. not the purpose this 
study relate the details the eventful siege 
which then began. 


Wolfe felt extreme contempt for Montcalm’s army, 
but was not easy get close quarters with 
the “wily and cautious old called his 
adversary. Wolfe landed troops near Quebec and 
the opposite side the St. Lawrence planted 
batteries, which demolished the homes the city. 
His frontal attack, which cost him four hundred 
men, resulted disaster, but was not discour- 
aged this reverse. was already the end 
July. September Ist was considering sur- 
prise. The brilliant Bougainville carefully guarded 
all threatened points. The battallion Guienne, 
however, was encamped the Plains Abraham 
defend cove from which path led the top 
the cliff. this difficult way the French had 
been accustomed haul supplies. Vaudreuil 
this well drilled force was sent another point, 
but his order was countermanded Montcalm. 
That, unfortunately for the French, was not obeyed. 
The sharp eyes General Wolfe once perceived 
the opening made the meddlesome policy 
Vaudreuil. deceive his enemy the English com- 
mander had been moving and down the river, 
but the morning September 13th had led 
5,000 men the path and mustered them battle 
array. While waiting for their artillery, they were 
throwing defenses. The firing begun them 
plainly signified Montcalm taken place. 
Leaving orders for 2,000 his best drilled troops 
follow, galloped off the front. Johnstone, 
Scottish gentleman, and Montcalm’s aide-de- 
camp, declares that Vaudreuil countermanded this 
order and directed the men not stir. From va- 
rious quarters, however, Montcalm collected 4,000 
men, Canadians, Indians, and regulars, and prompt- 
moved the attack. Wolfe’s somewhat larger 
force met them with volley and followed 
bayonet charge. The French were routed; the bat- 
tle was over. Both Wolfe and Montcalm were 
mortally wounded. 

Vaudreuil, who boasted that would perish un- 
der the walls Quebec rather than yield the 
enemy, once ordered one the French comman- 
ders surrender the city. This disgrace, which 
his interference had accomplished, was thus con- 
trived fall upon subordinate. 

Meanwhile the Chevalier Levis, next com- 
mand Montcalm, and himself competent soldier, 
held Montreal and planned the recapture Quebec. 
When the ice was breaking up, collected his 
troops, reached Quebec circuitous march over 
almost impassible roads, and re-enacted the exploit 
Wolfe. Murray, then command the British 
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army, was driven off the field and forced take 
refuge behind the walls Quebec. Levis once 
began its siege, but May, 1760 was forced 
withdraw the timely arrival strong British 
fleet. since Quebec has remained British 
hands. 

Levis thereupon returned Montreal, whose 
garrison, reduced about 2,000 men, was soon be- 
sieged overwhelming British armies. Because 
the use the French Indian allies General 
Amherst visited his displeasure upon the troops 
under Levis. praised for his better re- 
straint his dusky allies, but should remem- 
bered that compared with the regulars France 
his army was numerically overwhelming. was 
easy for his countless veterans impose upon his 
savages the discipline civilized warfare, the 
expression not contradiction terms. his 
hour triumph for the reasons men- 
tioned, inflicted upon the French deep humilia- 
tion. They were denied the honors generally grant- 
gallant foe, and but for the command 
Vaudreuil, Levis would vainly have fought on. 

Before long many the French officers had re- 
turned their native land. There Levis became 
marshal. Certain the civilian plunderers New 
France were compelled disgorge unsquandered 
money sojourn the Bastille made atone 
for their official crimes. Vaudreuil’s villainy, one 
pleased learn, did not altogether unpun- 
ished, for was accused share those dark 
transactions which hastened and made inevitable 
the ruin Canada. was, indeed, his trial 
acquitted receiving any share the plunder, and 
was suffered sink into merited obscurity. 

From this narrative concerning the British con- 
quest New France and Louisiana evident 
that not few facts essential form correct judg- 
ment that triumph are omitted the school 
histories. The authors those texts would 
improve their outlines only they could 
persuade teachers that oftentimes the fat book 
the short one. The thin history, sure, posses- 
ses the completeness and the obvious advantage 
index, but cannot escape its limitations. 


SUPERVISION: ITS IMPORTANCE AND 
METHODS.

The rec- 
reations also offer opportunities for the discussion 
school matters. more closely touch with 
his teachers than any public school principal can 
ever be. 

The principal then the chief supervisor. While 
the superintendent can visit the school only once 
year and the community supervisor only three 
four times year, his presence the school con- 
stant, his visits daily. faulty methods can creep 
in, neglect can long-lived with the alert prin- 
cipal. all times see that the 
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tions the superintendent and the supervisor are 
attended to. 


What should the nature the principal’s su- 
pervision and how much time should devote 
it? This course depends upon the teachers. With 
experienced teachers observation their methods 
limited extent and occasional examinations will 
suffice. With young teachers, much observation, 
frequent model lessons and occasional tests are de- 
manded. should attend some lesson the young 
teachers every week, and careful instruction and 
correction continue their training begun the Nor- 
mal school. Many teacher owes his success 
the advice and prudent direction wise and sym- 
pathetic principal whose interest during the teach- 
er’s first attempts was source encouragement 
which can fully appreciated only the teacher 
who has struggled through the difficulties which 
can met only the class room. 

The principal should see that his teachers keep 
the times professional reading. sur- 
prising how neglectful are this point. 
true the daily routine class work and community 
affairs take nearly all the time religious teach- 
ers, but know the importance this matter 
shall make every effort find time for it. Much 
can accomplished reading educational works 
the dining room. This gives opportunity for 
discussion the recreations which follow the meals. 
Never before the history education have there 
been many and such excellent works published. 
There not phase our work that not touched 
upon these books, and always inspiration 
know what the rest the world doing and 
thinking. Excepting those who are taking courses 
education the Normal schools and universities, 
venture say that there are very few who 
are acquainted any extent with the bibliography 
modern education. 


have assumed that the principal has ample time 
for supervision, but not unaware that most 
them complain that they are swamped with ad- 
ministrative duties. The vital problem how 
emancipate themselves. Cubberly claims that they 
can they desire so, and suggests for this 
purpose that they make careful analysis all they 
do. One good means make accurate record 
minutes what one does each day. Then with 
this record before one raise the question whether 
the time spent was well spent. 

The next logical step would route the school 
and program the work the best advantage. Work- 
ing schedules planned with forethought are neces- 
sity. the close the school year plans formed 
the mind the principal should noted writ- 
ing that the opening the next term time 
will lost while the principal finds and adjusts 
himself. Then throughout the year the wise prin- 
cipal will take stock and plan accordingly. pro- 
gramming his work will decide into which 
two groups his various duties fall; duties which can 
and those which cannot, delegated others. 

Just how well this plan will work out with our 
parochial school principals depends upon the as- 
sistance they may able obtain. Much the 
advanced pupil. But they cannot obtain much as- 
sistance great amount their routine office work 


may postponed until after school hours. any 
rate study different duties such 
Cubberley suggests and more systematic arrange- 
ment work will nearly always result gain 
time for supervision. 


Not all dioceses are fortunate enough have 
general supervisor other than the superintendent. 
most them, however, where communities sis- 
ters brothers have several schools, there are com- 
munity supervisors serving link between the 
superintendent and the teachers and the religious 
superior and the teachers. many cases the com- 
munity supervisors are not part the diocesan 
system, their dealings being only with their own 
communities but the immense benefits accruing 
the system should induce the superintendents and 
religious superiors incorporate the supervisors 
into the diocesan system. only just the sys- 
tem that complete reports all schools and teach- 
ers should made the superintendent. 


What should the qualifications the com- 
munity supervisor? The nature his work de- 
mands that experienced teacher, expert 
methods teaching and discipline, well versed 
child psychology, date the methods 
standardized tests, kind, observant, tactful, encour- 
aging, ready note good points and willing ne- 
cessary find fault. should ready all 
times take hold any class and give model 
lesson. should constant the northern 
star, with set methods and purposes. His supervi- 
sion should helpful, constructive and kind. 


With regard the supervisor’s method procedure, 
would say that supervision supervision whether done 
the superintendent, principal, any other person. The 
methods then are the same. Whatever may said the 
conferences given the superintendent and the principal 
about their methods will apply with equal force the 
community supervisor. His duties closely resemble those 
the principal, but has these advantages, that all his 
time devoted this one work, and has opportunity 
distributing all the schools and teachers the best 
practices and methods that come under his observation. 


very commendable practice public school teachers 
and one well worth imitating that teachers’ visits 
the corresponding grades other schools. many small 
towns the schools are closed for few days allow the 
teachers visit the schools neighboring town. Why 
cannot our superintendents and principals arrange similar 
programs for our teachers? cases where have 
holiday while the public schools are session have 
opportunity visit them. The authorities will welcome 
any time, sure. our larger schools have 
many rooms the same grade, thus affording opportuni- 
ties for exchange visits. The visiting teacher may 
learn from the visited and the visited teacher well 
the pupils will spurred greater effort. such visits 
were more common our teachers and pupils would soon 
overcome their timidity the presence strangers. After 
such visits those living the same community can dis- 
cuss their common work. Older and more experienced 
teachers can give the benefit their experience young- 
ones and they themselves can learn much from young 
teachers fresh from Normal school University. think 
that many the advantages offered the fact that 
are living the same community and hence more closely 
related than other teachers are not fully appreciated. 


believe that our schools are least the equal any 
the country, and have very good foundation for that 
Still not claim perfection, and are pre- 
pared welcome any means advance the interests 
our schools. know means that will accomplish 


this result more speedily more efficiently than supervi- 
sion. Let then renew our efforts for more perfect sys- 
tems and may have doubt that beneficial results 
will soon follow.

greater than Achilles. These were epic days for that small 
nation about 6,000,000 people. The French explorers, 
and our missionaries likewise came for their share 
honor our biographical method history. 

There another point issue. Catholics are mainly 
ignored most text books. John Paul Jones proudly 
wears John Barry’s honors and tacitly allow him 
so. The O’Brien brothers are not mentioned, Sheridan 
often omitted, and the Carrolls glimpsed at. With our 
own text hand, these omissions are supplied, and the 
wrongs righted. 

The new phase more European history. doubt the 
benefit. few years ago attempted make ancient 
history more approachable for the young. sought the 
most interesting tales the ancients, dramatized them; 
and many meeting that sixth grade was Roman 
holiday. The children seemed love the acting, they 
gave recitals topics and felt happy the results. 
These children would surely approach ancient history 
with love and longing. Then followed interval ab- 
sence and when again met the children that happy, 
dramatic year, one said, “Oh, remember you. You told 
something funny about wooden horse and men!” 

The pupils certainly like the work, but without proper knowledge 
the ancient nations, which they are too young to grasp: Their small 
minds form all sorts strange notions with which they surprise one 
later school work.

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SCHOOL HYGIENE. 
Brief Resume Important Considerations. 
Sister St. Joseph, Massachusetts. 


The primary thing considered the hygiene 
school, whether regarding furniture curriculum, 
the point where affects the individual child. Within 
the last few years people have become aroused the 
fact that bodily development must keep pace with mental, 
that health and education must hand hand. More- 
over, the statistics the leading colleges prove that the 
highest bodily attainments are accompanied high men- 
tal attainments. Consequently European countries 
present much being done improve and conserve the 
health school children. The hygiene school, how- 
ever, consists not much furniture and equipment 
the use that made these things. possible 
have school furnished with best ventilating apparatus, 
and have poor ventilation; lavers and lavatories, and dirty 
children; school doctor and continuous spread germ 
diseases. The first step the hygiene school in- 
creased knowledge the part the teachers. The 
teacher should able, from habitual observation, sym- 
pathy and experience, discern moment’s ‘glance 
symptoms illness. Teachers are the advanced guard 
this health campaign. depends ultimately their 
knowledge and convictions whether individual child 
is, not, brought that fullness health which 
should the first duty educators promote. 


The Effect School Habits. 

Habits formed during school life will yield permanent 
effects either good evil. For this reason all im- 
portant that children should taught stand correctly; 
sit correctly; walk correctly; breathe correctly; 
reading hold the book correctly; writing hold 
the pen correctly; singing use the voice correctly; 
speaking open the mouth and enunciate correctly.

guarding and promoting the health the children, the 
following hygienic measures have proved satisfactory: 
The school building, model construction, kept al- 
ways thoroughly clean condition. The Pastor, com- 
pany with the janitor, examines the building once month, 
noting order, cleanliness and needed repairs. receives 
the regular report the Medical Inspector, also those 
the Principal and the teachers regarding the condition 
classes, and individual children, and holds teachers’ meet- 
ings every two months, which these reports are dis- 
cussed. 

Medical Inspection. 

The Medical Inspector visits the school once day 
attend any doubtful cases which may submitted 
him the teachers, and examines twice year all the 
children building. child admitted the 
school after absence three sessions without the 
“O. K.” the Medical Inspector. case contagious 
disease the classroom where such disease was discovered 
immediately fumigated. Exercises calisthenics and 
deep breathing are given twenty minutes each day, the 
time being divided the upper grades into two periods, 
and the lower grades into three periods. 

All common portions the building are cleaned the 
janitor—the halls, stairs, cloak rooms and toilet rooms 
once day; the walls once month. attends, also, 
the sanitary conditions. Each classroom cared for its 
occupants, the task being rendered comparatively easy 
the floor oiling, which done the janitor. 

The hygiene school promoted negative well 
positive efforts.

BLESSED ASHES. ORIGIN THIS 
SACRAMENTAL. 

The ceremony blessing and distributing the ashes 
comes down from the earliest ages. Probably, 
was introduced the converts from Judaism, least 
imitation somewhat similar practice among the 
chosen people the old dispensation, proved from 
the words our Lord Himself given St. Luke’s Gos- 
pel, chapter 13.: “Woe thee. Corozain, woe thee, 
Bethsaida. For thee and Sidon had been wrought 
the mighty works that have been wrought you, they 
would have done penance long ago, sitting sackcloth 
and ashes.” Like some the other ceremonies, this 
distributing blessed ashes has undergone certain minor 
changes before assuming its present form. 

our day, the blessed ashes are distributed the 
first day Lent, which Wednesday before the first 
Sunday Lent, but the time Pope St. Gregory 
the Great, the close the sixth century, the fast 
Lent did not begin till the Monday after the First Sun- 
day Lent, and the first day this penitential season 
was then called “caput jejunii,” “the beginning the 
this time only thirty-six days were fast days, 
excluding Sundays, and these thirty-six days, tenth 
the year was consecrated God, satisfying His 
justice, doing penance for sin. Through reverence for, 
and imitation our Divine Lord’s fast forty days, 
about the beginning the eighth century, the four days 
before the first Sunday Lent were added. But was 
not until the time St. Charles Borromeo, Bishop Mi- 
lan, who flourished the sixteenth century, that the 
Church Milan introduced the custom beginning Lent 
Ash Wednesday. 

first ages one was signed with the ashes, but 
the public penitents, who were required appear clad 
the garb penance the door the Church Ash- 
Wednesday morning. Those who were reconciled 
the Church Holy Thursday began their period 
penance Ash Wednesday, after having confessed their 
sins the day before. They appeared the garb pen- 
ance and with bare feet, humbling begging canonical pen- 
ance from the bishop, who then clothed them sackcloth, 
scattered ashes their heads, and recited the Seven 
Penitential Psalms over them. The bishop and his min- 
isters then imposed hands them ratify their solemn 
consecration the course penance. Then the bishop 
made pathetic exhortation the penitents, announcing 
them, that God had driven Adam and Eve from Pa- 
radise, was obliged exclude them from the spirit- 
ual Paradise the Church. The penitents then marched 
slow procession the door the Church, where the 
bishop thrust them out with his pastoral staff, and from 
this time until Holy Thursday, they were not allowed 
cross the threshold the Church. 

time went on, others joined the public penitents 
partly out humility, and partly more effective 
means doing penance. the year 1090, the Council 
Benevento decreed that all, clergy and laity, men and 
women should present themselves signed with the 
ashes. Churches other places took the practice, and 
the thirteenth century, the custom became universal, 
and has continued the present day. 


THE ASHES USED. 
The ashes used for this ceremony are procured burn- 
ing the blessed palm the previous Palm Sunday. This

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CEREMONY BLESSING THE ASHES. 

The priest vested amice, alb, cincture, and violet stole, 
proceeds the Epistle side the altar, where the ashes 
have been placed suitable vessel, and here recites 
antiphon and four prayers. 

The first prayer begs God spare the penitent sinners 
who invoke Him, and send His holy angel bless 
and sanctify these ashes, that they may become salu- 
tary remedy both soul and body for all who invoke 
His name with sorrow for their sins. the second 
prayer, the Church begs God, who desires not the death 
the sinner, bless these ashes, that all who receive 
them with humility may obtain the Divine mercy, pardon 
their sins, and the rewards promised the penitent. 
The third prayer implores the mercy God and begs for 
the spirit compunction for all who are signed with the 
ashes, that they may firmly established God’s 
friendship. The fourth, prayer petition God, who 
pardoned the Ninevites, who did penance sackcloth 
and ashes, that would give all those who receive 
the blessed ashes, the grace true contrition and pen- 
ance that they may receive His mercy and pardon. The 
ashes are then sprinkled with holy water and incensed 
the priest who say the Mass, after which they are 
distributed the faithful the priest who makes the 
sign the cross with the ashes the forehead each 
while reciting these words: man, thou art 
dust and unto dust thou shalt return.” After the distri- 
bution the blessed ashes any remain, they must 
put into the “sacrarium” place where things that are 
blessed and can longer used, are thrown, the 
water used baptism, and that used Mass. the 
work entitled, “Sacramentals Holy Church” Rev. 
Lambing, D.D. stated, “It also common cus- 
tom our time for people ask the priest give them 
some blessed ashes take home the sick others 
who have not been able present the distribution.

BLESSED CANDLES. 


St. Paul, the great Apostle the Gentiles, his Epis- 
tle the Romans speaks the “reasonable service” they 
should render God, should all endeavor rea- 
lize for ourselves and able explain those outside 
the one true fold Christ that the service the Church 
each detail eminently “reasonable and 
should endeavor able give reason for the faith 
that us. Applying this principle, let recall the 
two cardinal principles which determine the ecclesiasti- 
cal legislation regarding liturgical lights. The first 
these principles the symbolical meaning lights and 
second tradition. 

well known that lights were used the Jewish 
temple, for hear the Seven-Branch Candlestick men- 
tioned the Book Exodus being the temple. 
The best authorities the liturgy maintain that the use 
lights during the celebration the Divine Mysteries 
apostolic origin. The first mention the use 
lights the New Law found Acts the Apostles 
XX. but these seemed rather dispel the darkness 
than addition divine worship. St. Jerome, who 
lived the fourth century, mentions the use lights 
the Oriental Church, and answers the heretic Vigilan- 
tius, who attacked the use lights, these words: 
“Throughout the churches the East, whenever the Gos- 
pel read, they bring forth lights; not certainly drive 
away darkness, but maintain some sign joy that un- 
der the type corporeal light may symbolized that 
light which read the Psalms, “Thy word 
lamp feet and light paths.” St. Paulinus 
Bishop Nola, who lived the first half the fifth cen- 
tury testifies the use lights the Western Church. 
Dr. Wapelhorst his article “Liturgical Lights says, 
“Light the fittest and most appropriate symbol God, 
absolutely pure spirit. Light itself pure; pene- 
trates long distances; moves with incredible velocity; 
awakens and propagates life organic kingdoms; 
illumines with its brilliancy all that comes under its in- 
fluence. Therefore the Holy Scripture makes frequent use 
this symbolic meaning.” Light also represents the mis- 
sion our Divine Lord upon earth. Holy Simeon de- 
clared, when took the Divine Child into His arms, that 
Christ light the revelation the Gentiles” and 
St. John records his Gospel Chapter VIII., verse, 
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“Jesus spoke them saying, the light the world; 
that followeth walketh not darkness, but shall 
have the light and St. John calls our Blessed 
Lord, “The true Light, which enlighteneth every man that 
cometh into this world,” St. John

February second, the feast the Presentation 
the Infant Jesus the Temple, when Holy Simeon, hold- 
ing the Divine Babe called Him, light the revela- 
tion the Gentiles,” prophetically called Him what 
Christ Himself afterwards claimed “the Light the 
World.” Hence Holy Mother Church has selected this 
the day which she blesses the candles used 
divine worship, and for that reason the day also 
called Candlemas Day, the candles are blessed imme- 
diately before Mass. The priest recites five prayers, 
blessing the candles. the first these begs God, 
the Creator all things, who the labor the bees 
brought this liquid the perfection wax, through His 
holy Name. and the intercession the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, bless and sanctify these candles presented for 
blessing, that they may for the service His people, 
and for the health their bodies and souls wherever they 
may chance be, whether land water, and that 
would all times hear the prayers His people. who 
desire carry these candles their hands.

CHURCH BELLS. 

The word bell Anglo-Saxon origin, being derived 
from “bellan” which means make hollow sound. 
Moses, who was learned the sciences the Egyptians, 
probably knowing from these ancient people the use 
bells, introduced them into the Jewish liturgy, 
read Exodus XXVIII. 33, 34. 

The first Christian writer who frequently speaks 
bells, Gregory Tours, 585. The “Liber Pontificalis” 
tells that Rome, Pope Stephen II, who occupied the 
chair St. Peter from 752 757 erected belfry with 
three bells St. Peters. The word “campania” the 
early Middle Ages meant church bell, and was prob- 
ably from this that Strabo, first half the ninth cen- 
tury, asserted that bells were Italian origin, and that 
they came from Campania. 

The great development the use bells may 
traced the eighth century. Evidently, was then that 
bells began regarded essential part the 
equipment every church, and that also the practice 
blessing them special form consecration became 
generally prevalent the eighth century, church towers 
began built for the express purpose hanging bells 
them, which implies that the bells must have been in- 
creasing size. 


BLESSING AND NAMING BELLS. 

Non-Catholic critics, following the lead Luther, have 
professed find not only superstition but profanation 
the called “baptism bells,” but this phrase, 
phorical, and has been tolerated, but never formally recog- 
nized the Church.

The 
bishop then begins wash the bell with this water, and 
the assisting ministers continue it, until the bell washed 
inside and outside; the bishop seated the meantime re- 
cites the Psalms 145 and those following the 150th, in- 
cluded. The bishop then rises and recites prayer, 
which reference made the command God Mo- 
ses, make trumpets for calling the people together for 
the sacrifices, and begging that the sound this bell, 
That the devotion the people may enkindled, 
2nd. That all the wiles the spirit evil may frus- 

trated. 
3rd. That all disturbances the elements may calmed. 
4th. That the air may healthful, 
5th. That the sound this bell, the spirits evil may 
depart the sign the Cross marked upon it. 

The 28th Psalm then intoned, with antiphon be- 
fore and after it. The bishop then takes the oil the 
sick, and with makes seven signs the Cross the 
exterior the bell different places, reciting each the 
words “May this signal, Lord, sanctified, and con- 
secrated the name the Father, and the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost.” Then with the same formula 
signs the interior the bell with four crosses, equidis- 
tant from each other, with the holy chrism. The 76th 
Psalm with antiphon then recited, which followed 
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prayer addressed the Second Person the 
Blessed Trinity, begging for spiritual and temporal bless- 
ings and protection. all these prayers, particular stress 
laid the power the sound the bell expel evil 
spirits and calm disturbances the elements. The dea- 
con then chants portion the Gospel taken from St. 
Luke, chapter verses 42, which describes the 
visit our Blessed Savior the house Martha and 
Mary. The ceremony ends with the bishop making the 
sign the Cross silence over the bell. 


VARIOUS USES CHURCH BELLS. 


The first ecclesiastical use bells was announce 
the hour Church services. early the eighth cen- 
tury, hear two more bells the same church, 
these being intended, perhaps, reinforce each other, 
and add volume the sound. Soon after, the “classi- 
cum” clash several bells ringing once, constituted 
element joy and solemnity befitting great feasts. 

From the introduction the Elevation the Host 
the Mass, the beginning the thirteenth century, 
seems have been customary ring one the great 
bells the Church least during the principal Mass, 
the moment when the Sacred Host was raised high. 
This was give warning the people who were not 
present the Mass, that they might for moment, kneel 
down and make act adoration. This custom still 
followed churches our own country the Elevation 
the Sacred Host during High Mass, and fervent 
Catholic families, those home hearing this bell, turn 
the direction the church, kneel down and reverently 
adore our Eucharistic God. 

The Angelus Bell rings each morning, noon, and 
evening, remind the great mystery the Incar- 
nation and the Divine Maternity our Blessed Mother. 
There are many opinions just when the Bell for the 
Angelus was instituted, but according many historians 
Pope Urban II, who was Sovereign Pontiff 1088, or- 
dained that the bell should rung the morning and 
the evening, and the Angelus Domini recited order 
obtain God the Rescuing the Holy Land from the 
dominion the Turks. Gregory renewed this ordi- 
nance, and Pope Calixtus III, 1456, required the Angelus 
Bell rung noon also. 

The “De Profundis” bell rung Rome every 
evening the parish churches, and Pope Clement 
1736, granted indulgence for this practice and endeav- 
ored extend it. The custom observed many parts 
North America. 

Rome the evening before fast day, the bells 
are rung for quarter hour all the parish 
churches remind people their obligation fasting 
the morrow. 

The Vesper Bell and the Matins Bell were intro- 
duced the Middle Ages. 

The Passing Bell. many Catholic countries the 
custom existed very early date ringing the church 
bell slowly, when some one the parish was dying, 
that all might pray for him. 

The Funeral Bell which tolled the funeral cort- 
ege approaches the church, and whilst the remains are 
carried into the church, and again the end the fun- 
eral services when the remains are carried out and the 
funeral procession proceeds the cemetery, seems re- 
mind all who hear it, pray for the departed soul that 
may soon enjoy eternal rest.

This last group statements is, however, absolute- 
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unnecessary for eighth grade, and only 
waste precious time and energy. Can not ex- 
pect eighth grade student few things 
“in his head”? this connection, important 
that the result obtained each step given its 
proper designation. While the pupils are working 
the given problem, they should all their compu- 
tations corner the space assigned them, 
that they may not need use erasers during their 
work. What amount valuable time that 
otherwise spent starting and erasing, and starting 
again, can thus save! When pupil com- 
pleted problem, turned toward the teacher, and 
received nod approval, then and not till then, 
should allowed take his eraser and 
erase what has written. The others keep 
working and need not even aware that one has 
finished his work and obtained the correct result. 
case pupil has made error some computa- 
tion, but has employed the proper statements, 
only necessary for him glance over his “scratch 
work”, which still there, find his error. 

There seem certain classes incorrect 
statements that have come into use alarming 
extent. Many college student even, writes such 
statements times without single 
prick conscience! questioned, the student will 
probably reply that has always used such state- 
ments and has not been corrected. And mathe- 
matics TRUTH, and truth the word God! 
with such untruths for his daily bread? How can 
any teacher who loves truth ever allow such 
statement meet his glance, and not even raise 
finger opposition? The pupils are not blame— 
they should taught that they have more right 
say thing that not true mathematics than 
anywhere else. pupil does not learn say the 
truth, “and nothing but the truth” mathematics, 
which Truth itself, where will learn it? 
indeed pity lose such opportunity teaching 
our students say what they mean and exactly 
what they mean. Another type statement that 
falls under the condemnation expressed above 
gain. What does that mean? Does 
mean anything? Perhaps the author such state- 
ment meant something when said it, but did 
not say what meant. one can really think- 
ing and expressing his thoughts such meaningless 
terms. Who would strive after gain ten per- 
cent—ten hundredths—a fraction expressing the ra- 
tio between the numbers and 10? not altogether 
ridiculous? Such statement should not seen twice 
the same pupil’s paper! Can not insist that the 
pupils write instead. 10% True, may 
take few more strokes the pen, but not worth 
while? What the use talking all don’t say 
anything? 

the teacher who loves his pupils and loves his work, 
amount vigilance and labor will seem burdensome. 
enthusiastic teacher who can very class with 
smile, and never lose his courage and confidence, will in- 
variably receive worthy response. Besides, his own joy 
his labor for the good souls and the greater glory 
God will transmitted those whose exemplar is. 
Thus will make his pupils not only better, more fit 
life’s work, but happier well. And shall par-

3ecause their conviction that re- 
ligion essential part education, 
the Catholics the United States 
have established their own cost 
system schools which religion 
given the place and emphasis which 
are its due. these schools they 
are justly proud, and notwithstanding 
the pecuniary sacrifice requisite for 
their support, are firmly resolved 
maintain them. 


But not all the Catholic children 
school age are situated 
able attend these Catholic schools.

Standing on this ground, Catholics have op- 
posed the reading of the Bible in the public 
schools. They realize that the reading of 
passages from the Bible “can hardly be more 
than a literary exercise unless it is accom- 
panied sanction and and 
that interpretation put upon what 
read, it must neccessarily take a sectarian 
complexion,” and that “if the interpreter is a 
Protestant, this complexion will be Protest- 
which case “the Catholic child com- 
pelled hear the interpretation 
either to offense or proselytism.” Independ- 
ently their objection interpretation, they 
oppose the reading the Bible 
which often faulty and not infrequently hos- 

There are methods which adopted would 
insure a fair and effectual system of religious 
education, one of these being the release of a 
part of the day to religious instruction to be 
given either in the class-room or elsewhere 
by teachers selected for the purpose by the 
several denominations represented among the 
children. This plan has not been fully tested 
on a wide scale. In England and in several of 
the provinces Canada, another plan 
followed with a promising degree of satisfac- 
tion—that of dividing the school fund raised 
by taxation and prorating it for the building 
and maintenance of separate schools for chil- 
dren different faiths. Neither these plans 
either recommended disapproved the 
authorities of the Catholic Church in the Unit-
